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South Australian clubs Azzurri and Camp- 
belltown may amalgamate in order to gain 
promotion to the Philips League. 

The amalgamated club would replace West Ad- 
elaide Hellas if Hellas fails to pull itself out of the 


relegation zone. 


Azzurri, under coach Frank Schaper, a good friend of 
mine, has just won the first South Australian 
championship in the club’s 22-year history. 

Schaper estimates the composite club would need at 
least $500,000 to prepare itself for the Philips League. 

He says the clubs have enough financial support from 
businessmen to raise that amount. 

Leading light among these businessmen is Joe Emma- 
nuel, the Azzurri president. 

Azzurri’s ground, Adey Reserve, woud be unsuitable 
for Philips League, but Campbelltown has excellent facil~ 
ities at Newtown Park. A grandstand would however 
have to be built there. 

Azzurri and Campbelltown represent the Italian region 
around Naples, South Australia’s other PSL club, Adel- 
aide City Juventus, is more representative of the north, 
around Milan. 

Wally Bojczuk, who played Philips League with Moo- 
roolbark in 1977, was Azzurri’s top scorer this year, and 
also top scorer in the league. 

The club also boast talented midfielder Stewart Blair 
from Victorian State League club Hakoah, and talented 
forward Chris Manolev. 

Philip Cole is another good player, and coach Schaper 
has such high regard for his Western Australian centre 
back Robbie Dunne that he predicts Dunne will be better 
than David Jones. 

Campbelltown’s top player is Gordon Haig who recent- 
ly had a stint with West Adelaide. 

Azzurri’s crowds have been about 1000 to 1500 this year 
but all at the club are confident this would increase to 
between 4000 to 5000, since the two SA Philips League 
clubs take turns playing at home.

University or a 
place in Australia’s 
World Youth Cup 
team? Sydney Olym- 
pic youngster Mark 
Koussas had to 
choose between the 
two. 


Koussas chose to fight for a 
place in the youth side. He 
tried to compromise by defer- 
ring his Bachelor of Applied 
Science course at the univer- 
sity of NSW in Kensington. His 
department heads refused to 
grant his application for defer- 
ment. It was soccer or school. 
Koussas chose the latter and 
left his first year of a comput- 
er course disillusioned with 
not being allowed to defer. 

The young striker also faced 
problems at home. His Greek 
parents wanted him to concen- 
trate on his tertiary education. 
Koussas had to convince his 
father that even if he passed 
his course he wasn’t assured of 
a job. 

But Koussas has plenty to 
thank his parents for. And he 
knows it. 

“Dad realises now what the 
World Youth Cup means to 
me. Now I'm training five 
nights a week, three with 
Olympic and twice with the 
NSW based youth players. I 
also train three mornings a 
week with Raul Blanco, Les 
Scheinflug’s assistant,’’ said 
Koussas. 

‘All the time I spend on im- 
proving my game wouldn't be 
possible without the financial 
and moral support of my par- 
ents.’ 

Koussas started his com- 
petitive career as a five-year- 
old with Ryde RSL. He was 
trained by a police sergeant. 

“It was Mr. Paddock who 
got me going,”’ sald Koussas. 

“He’d make me run around 
the paddock. I used to wonder 
what was going on but it was 
Mr. Paddock who introduced 
me to the game.” 


Adam didnt 





Koussas joined Gladsville 
Hornsby when he was 13 and 
was coached by journalist 
Steve Blatchford. 

“Mr. Blatchford was a good 
initial influence on me. He let 
me play in my favorite posi- 
tion, as a central] striker. He 
encouraged me even if I didn’t 
play well and he'd bring well- 
known coaching identities to 
some of our training ses- 
sions,” 

Koussas was selected in the 
NSW under-14 side which fin- 
ished third in the national title 
at Bankstown. In that tourna- 
ment Koussas was the top 
scorer, with 13 goals, 

He joined Western Suburbs 
in 1978, his best year yet. He 
scored 38 league and cup goals 
that season. Then the APIA 
take-over took place, 

‘‘When West folded I wanted 
to move. I’m Greek and I sup- 
ported Pan Hellenic which 
APIA used to beat. I didn’t like 
that and I didn't want to play 
for APIA, So L signed for 
Olympic.” 

Koussas played in Olympic’s 
third and second grade sides in 
1979 and made his PSL debut in 
Olympic’s cut-throat final 
game against St. George. 
Olympic needed a point to 
avoid finishing among the 
bottom two spots in the league 
and having to apply for re-ad- 
mission. St. George needed to 
win to move above Olympic. 

“I was really nervous, It 
was a big pressure game and 


| 





we needed a point but we lost 
1-0. I thought I did well for my 


first match but I[ probably 


didn’t get involved enough.” 

So it was back to the NSW 
State League for Olympic and 
Koussas in 1980 with Jim 
Adam as coach. 

Koussas played well in the 
early Ampol Cup matches but 
was dropped to the bench by 
Adam who wanted more ex- 
perienced players for the 
Ampo! Cup final which Olym- 
pic won. Then Koussas found 


himself on the bench for the 


opening five or six league 
games. 

“My game deteriorated and 
I dropped into the reserves and 
picked up toward the end of 
the season. 

“I don’t think Jim Adam 
gave me a chance but I hold no 
grudges. He wanted more ex- 


perienced pla cee and he was 
successful with Olympic in 
1980.” 


News quickly spread around 
the club that Tommy Docherty 
would come to Australia to 
view Olympic’s set-up and 
perhaps guide the club in its 
re-entry into the PSL in 1981. 

“I was scared when I heard 
that Tommy Docherty was 
coming here, I had a bad year 
under Adam and I thought that 
Docherty, another British 
coach, might go for British 
players and leave me out but 
quite the opposite happened. 

“Earlier this season I was 
missing many scoring chances 
but Docherty stuck by me and 
encouraged me. 

“As soon as he joined Olym- 
pic the spirit rose in the club. 
Usually when a side loses 
games you start to think when 
the time will come for the 
coach to be sacked. Even the 
papers start talking about the 
coach getting the sack but this 
was never mentioned with 
Docherty because of his repu- 
tation as a professional. 

“Even when we were losing 
it felt like we would come off 
the field with a win under our 
belts. Docherty made us be- 
lieve that things would get

better and they did. Entertain 
the people and come off the 
park enjoying your game. 
These were his instructions.” 

Rumours about Docherty’s 
drinking habits circulated 
freely. It even was suggested 
that he missed training ses- 
sions, 


“Okay so the man was a 
drinker but I can’t remember 
him missing a training session 
unless he was on official busi- 
ness. I only knew him on the 
soccer field and he kept his 
private life to himself. He was 
flamboyant and our Greek sup- 
porters loved him. 


‘‘Doug Collins, who took 
over from the Doc a few weeks 


ago, is a different person, 
more quiet than studious. 

“In a way he’s a better 
coach than Docherty. 
Certainly his training methods 
are better. Under Docherty 
we'd play training games and 
have some shooting practice 
but Collins realises that we 
need fitness work. I get along 
well with him. 

“Doug Collins has a lot of 
pressure on his shoulders. Be- 
cause he’s quiet he gives the 
impression that he’s a bit soft 
on the players, And you hear 
people saying that under Doch- 
erty we had a good year. But 
look at the results. Docherty 
guided us to only six wins. The 
problem Collins faces is that

So he left university and has 
attended the last four training 
camps.

It's likely that youth coach Les 
Scheinflug will adopt a 4-4-2

McKendry, Smith 


Victoria is due to

Rothmans National Direct- 
or of Soccer coaching, Eric 
Worthington, said that whoev- 
er takes over in Victoria will 
inherit a sound basis establish- 
ed by Ron Smith and latterly 
by Len McKendry. 

**We desperately need a full- 
time man for NSW, but inter- 
nal squabbling has prevented 
this happening,"’ said Worth- 
ington. 

“NSW is sick; it is by far the 
worst organised State in Aust- 
ralia as far as coaching is con- 
cerned,”’ he said. 

“Rothmans wanted to pull 
out of NSW altogether in 1977 
and J persuaded them to stay, 
but there has been little, if any 
improvement since that 
time.”’ 

When I asked why he was 
not able to do something about 
it, aS national director, he said 
that the States operated 
autonomously, just as they do 
under the federal parlia- 
mentary system. 
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“Fraser cannot tell Wran 
what he must or must not do 
and neither can I with NSW 
Soccer Federation president, 
Karol Rodney,” said Worth- 
ington. 

“But believe me, since the 
split in 1975 when the NSW 
coaching association broke 
into two groups, coaching and 
the organisation of coaching 
courses has been in a shambles 
in NSW.” 

Worthington said the coach- 
ing group headed by ‘‘Uncle’’ 
Joe Viasits was currently in 
charge of coaching in NSW. 

‘Joe is getting on in years, 
additionally he has daytime 
work to attend,” said Worth- 
ington. 

“‘NSW needs a full-time 
director of coaching who is 
able to give all of his time and 
energy to the job,”’ he said. 

“The State government 
through its Department of 
Sport and Recreation, is pre- 
pared to help finance a full- 
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time director, but the internal 
squabbling which also involves 
factions in northern NSW and 
a NSW is preventing

There were no professionals 
in attendance at this senior 
course, unlike in other States 
were professionals are eager 
to improve their knowledge by 
attending coaching courses. 

Recently Queensland put on 
a special coaching course for 
State League and Philips 
League players which was 
very well attended. 

In Victoria, Ron Smith 
brought about a big break- 
through by persuading the 
junior clubs to keep the very 
young players to six-a-side 
soccer. This only happens spo- 
radically in pockets through- 
out NSW. 

Len McKendry persuaded 
State League and Philips 
League stars to attend his 
courses. 

The future benefit to Victor- 
ia will be enormous as a result 
of Smith and McKendry's 
achievements. 

NSW, with almost half of 
Australia's junior players 
within its boundaries, desper- 
ately needs the influence of a 
McKendry or Smith in its 
midst. 

The match results in the 
State championships for 
juniors are now beginning to 
tell the tale of the coaching or- 
ganisation within the States. 

“South Australia won the 
under 18’s this year. Look at 
their organisation. 

‘Every coach in South Aust- 
ralia has to be registered. 

“The South Australian 
Soccer Federation will not let 
anyone run children’s soccer 
camps without its approval. 

“South Australian coaching 
is a tight and well-run ship, as 
its junior results are starting 
to show."’ 

Mike Wells, the current 
South Australian director of 
coaching, was assistant to me 
at West Adelaide. 

While not having the coach- 
ing expertise of a Len McKen- 
dry he is an excellent organ- 
iser and very diligent on com- 
piling statistics, which was the 
prime reason I took him on as 
my assistant. 

In many ways this organisa- 
tion orientated type of director 
of coaching is preferable to 
those such as McKendry and 
Jim Shoulder who have 
obvious ambitions as a team 
coach, which eventually takes 
them away from director of 
coaching jobs. 

Wells has been in charge in 
South Australia since 1977 and 
his continuity in the job is now 
showing dividends. 

It is a tragedy that NSW, the 
Strongest junior soccer State 
in the country, should be so 
disorganised and faction- 
alised, 


The people who are suffer- 
ing for this are the youngsters 
now playing in NSW and even- 
tually the professional clubs to 
whom the best of these young- 
Sters will gravitate. 


The sooner something is 
done to set right the ‘sick 
member’ of the Australian 
national coaching scheme, the 
better. 


As it is now one has to take 
notice of statements by such. 
an authority on skilful soccer 
as Attie Abonyi who claims

games invented. 


However, academic coaching and un- 
believable administration has certainly 
put an end to the simple times in this 
game of ours.

Bayond that he also collect- 
ed the West German Foot- 
baller of the Year award the 
German players’ Man of the 
Year prize and then, to crown 
it all, was olectad European 
Footballer of the Year by a 
landslide. 


Not bad for the boy who, not 
seven years ago, thought he 
would never emerge from the 
shadows cast at Bayarn Munich 
by Beckenbauer, Maier, Hoeness 
and Muller. 


Rummenigge, once a bank 
clerk, had cost Bayern 8 mere 
$9000 from Lippstadt at around 
the time the club's stars were 
masterminding West Garmany’s 
World Cup win. Rummenigge 
watched on telavision. 


He impressed coach Udo 
Lattek in pre-season training and 
was rewarded with a first-team 
place at outside right. But though 
Bayem were champions of Eu- 
fope, problems arose. Lattek left 
at Christmas and Dettmar Cram- 
er, who took over, wasn't so easy- 
going with Rummenigge. 


For much of the noxt 18 
months he was a reserve - 
albeit a busy ons, for Cramer 
took special care setting up 
extra training and coaching 
sessions for him. But it's an in- 
dication of how far he was 
from a regular spot that injury- 
hit Bayern could find no place 
for him even among the sub- 
stitutes for the 1975 European 
Cup win over Leeda. 


But the game was significant in 
its affect on his career: it was one 
of the last top-flight appearances 
of increasingly injury-prone Ul 
Hoeness. He would never regain 
full fitness. So next season Rum- 
menigge forced his way back into 
the first team.

A year later came 
his first international goal, against 
Italy in West Berlin's Olympic sta- 
dium.

A youthful explosion of 
temper nearly cost Rumme- 
nigge his place in West 
Germany's 1978 World Cup 
squad. He had been sant off in 
the derby against 1860 
Munich and friends warned: 
“You've just torn up your 
ticket for Argentina.”’ 


But when Helmut Schoen 
named his 22, Rummenigge was 
there -— though for much of the 
finals he was restricted to a ral- 
ding role from midfield. The West 
germans might not have succum- 
bed so depressingly had he bean 
given his head 


Bayern 's new coach, Hungarian 
Gyula Lorant, didn’t make that 
mistake the next season, nor did 
aew national boss Jupp Derwall. 
Both men handed Rummenigge a 
free role to operate across the at- 
tack, Lorant didn’t stay at Bayern 
jong enough to see his schemes 
vindicated. But he would have 
been well justified taking pride in 
Rummenigge’s brilliant 1980 
campaign.

Marketing soccer 
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‘‘Marketing Soccer in the right way is of 
paramount importance these days. The F.A. 
is really a businéss.”’ 





These were the words of Mr Ted Croker, Secretary of the 
English F.A. and spokesman for one of the most powerful and 
well developed Soccer associations in the world. 


This approach to the modern, professional methods of mar- 
keting sport is now to be found increasingly throughout 
Australia. For sport in any form is first and foremost an enter- 
tainment, and to compete effectively with other forms of en- 
tertainment, such as pop concerts, cricket, tennis, theatre, 
Australian Rules, the movies and so on, Soccer must present 
a colourful, exciting face. 


So, less than twelve months ago Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation Marketing Ltd was born. In the past few months this 
small company, headed by marketing men Rik Booth, John 
Clark and John Frank has probed, analysed, dissected and 
repackaged many aspects of Australian soccer. This week one 
such ‘package’ — the national team — is on show and the 
performance of these sportsmen,in the elimination rounds 
leading up to the 1982 World Cup are most significant in the 
general development of soccer marketing in Australia. 


While they, together with the national youth team, who will 
be competing in the forthcoming World Youth Championship 
here in Australia in October, will be striving to their utmost as 
sportsmen, their ability to participate is in no small way due to 
the marketing company’s ability to generate sponsorship 
funds, 


In Fact every ‘package’ ranging right through all the Philips 
Soccer League clubs, The Australian Womens Soccer Associ- 
ation, the State Federation, etc., is now being presented to 
Australian businessmen in professionally prepared packages 
with the opportunities of sponsorship, product endorsement 
and stadia advertising becoming increasingly significant. 


The marketing company is also deyeloping totally new 
avenues of opportunity which will benefit both the business 
community and the soccer-supporting public. One new area, 
increasingly 8 part of modern business promotions, is called 
merchandising. A whole range of mascot characters called 
“The Socceroos” have been created and major Australian 
companies are signing up the licensing rights to use these 
characters in their individual product ranges. 


For example, a T-shirt manufacturer may choose to take up 
the licence to produce Socceroo T-shirts, a publishing com- 
pany may select the Socceroos as a new character range for 
comics, colouring-in books, posters and so fourth. In fact the 
diverse range of products which can spin off from such a 
simple idea as the creation of the Socceroo characters is vir- 
tually limitless. 


By Christmas this year young Australian Soccer supporters 
will be able to buy books, stickers, posters, clothing, badges, 
calendars, soft toys, board games, jig-saws . . . and that is 
only the start! ; 
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Australian Soccer Federation Marketing is also merchandi- 
sing each of the Philips Soccer League clubs through new 
names like the Leopards, Demons and Gunners all matched 
by colourful club emblems. Other developments in Australian 
soccer soon to be seen include the Socceroo Super Skills 
Award Programme, introduction of an indoor Soccer league 
and creation of a nationwide Junior Socceroo Supporters 
Club. 


These will all be opportunities for 1982 and beyond which 
Australian Soccer Federation Marketing intend to utilise to 
develop soccer in Australia as a major sport in terms of 
national public support. 


In a relatively short space of time the marketing company 
has had a number of successes including perhaps the most 
significant development in the history of soccer in Australia, 
being the successful negotiations with the 0/28 Network to 
telecast soccer and the development of the “Top Soccer’ and 
“World of Soccer” programmes which have been supplemen- 
ted by the “Captain Socceroo” programme for children. 


With Australian Soccer now on television the public is at 
last able to see for themselves the high standards of play that 
have evolved in this country, and begin to become familiar 
with the personalities and stars of the game. 


Additionally the company successfully negotiated the Win- 
field sponsorship of the England v Australia game last May, 
the Dunlop sponsorship of the Philips Grand Final in 
Canberra; involvement in a number of Philips Soccer League 
club sponsorships and a range of other activities involving 
commerce with the sport of soccer. 


They have helped raise in excess of $250,000 of sponsor- 
ship support of the Australian national team in its quest for a 
place in Spain 1982. 


With all the activities and achievements attained in the 
past nine months by soccer beginning to present itself more 
professionally to Australian business, one wonders what 
impact and benefits will flow to the sport over the next 
decade as the vast numbers of juniors and youth players 
move into responsible positions of employment in commerce 
themselves. 


With a more sympathetic audience for the Marketing com- 
pany to talk to about sponsorship opportunities, the 1980's 
could finally see soccer take off as a major spectator sport as 
well as participatory game, and heavily supported by private 
industry.

West Germany’s handful of wealthy soccer clubs are 
expected to continue their First Division domination in the 
new season which started at the weekend, with Bayern 
Munich favoured to win its third successive league title. 


Although Hamburg, FC Kaiserslautern and 
VFB Stuttgart are again likely to provide the 
Bavarian team with its stiffest opposition, 
most interest is focussed on FC Cologne. 

The team from the Cathedral City, flush 
with the 3:5 million Marks (1.2 million Aust) 
paid by Spanish club FC Barcelona for Bernd 
Schuster, bought internationals Klaus Fischer 
and Klaus Allofs during the close season and 
now has West German soccer's potentially 
strongest strike force. 

The sale of former international striker 
Dieter Mueller to Stuttgart ensured that cash 
still remains in the kitty. 

Fischer, 31, bought from newly-relegated 
Schalke 04, and Allofs, Fortuna duesseldorf’s 
star inside forward, join up with English inter- 
national Tony Woodcock in the Cologne at- 
tack. 

But Cologne has failed after similar buying 
sprees in the past and much depends on the 
ability of Dutch trainer Rinus Michels to knit 
the trio into a cohesive unit. 

Bayern Munich, beaten in last year’s Eu- 
ropean Cup semi-finals by eventual winner 
Liverpool of England, have sold reserve stri- 
ker Norbert Janzon to Second Division Hertha 
BSC Berlin. They bought Icelandic inter- 
national forward Asgeir Sigurvinsson from 
Belgium’s Standard Liege and Bertram Beier- 
lorzer from Second Division near-neighbours 
Nuremberg. 

Bayern trainer Pal Csernai, a former Hun- 
garian international, intends to groom Beier- 
lorzer, 24, for the sweeper’s position in 
defence which has never been adequately 
filled since Franz Beckenbauer left the club 
three years ago. 


Beierlorzer will tema up with European 
Footballer of the Year Karl-Heinz Rummenig- 
ge, with supremo Paul Breitner supplying the 
mid-field impetus. 

Bayern, tipped by most opposition trainers 
to gain their third successive league title, 
have given fans a foretaste of things to come 
by winning three international mini-tourna- 
ments during their preparations for the new 
season. 

Hamburg have gone easy in the transfer 
market this year following last season’s 
capture of Beckenbauer from New York’s FC 
Cesmes and the signing of Austrian Ernst 
Happel as trainer. 

*“Kaiser’’ Beckenbauer has stamped his au- 
thority on Hamburg in the way he once did in 
the Bayern and West German teams. 

The North German club, runners-up to 
Bayern in the league last season, will be re- 
lying on him and other seasoned players like 
central striker Horst Hrubesch and mid-field- 
er Jimmy Hartwig for success. 

VFB Stuttgart are one of the most formi- 
dabie teams in the league. They finished third 
in the standings in the past two years and 
second in 1979 and will again be a potent force 
this season. 

The team will continue to revolve around 
midfield international Hans Mueller. But 
great hopes are pinned on new purchase 
Dieter Mueller providing the extra goals to 
give them their first league title in 30 years. 

While the star teams have been preparing 
for the new season, their less successful 
cousins in the Second Division passed through 
a pre-season revolution. 





Transfers killing us says Coventry boss 


Coventry City executive man- 
ager Gordon Miine has attacked 
what he called the “extremes in 
the football transfer system 
which could lead to the game 
bleeding to death.” 


He was speaking after the 280,000 Stg 
(449,000 Aust Dollars) transfer of his striker 
Mick Ferguson to Everton, and earlier, Andy 
Balir to Aston Villa, and after enquiring about 
eight players as possible replacements. 

Said Milne: ‘‘There are extremes in the 
transfer system. Certain players in this coun- 
.try are still rated at over one million Sterling 
(1:69 mill. Aust) while if you shop and sell on 
the Continent there is a maximum figure of 
about 600,000 Stg (963,000 Aust). 


Milne added: ‘‘The time has come to bring 
everything into line so we know what we are 
doing. 

“The present system is totally inadequate 
to the needs of the game. 


“‘To pay players the wages they now want 
there has to be a turn-over of cash between 
clubs. 


“‘Fees must be relative to the salaries they 
are being paid, otherwise the game could 
bleed to death. 


“in the past few days I have asked about 
eight players which I would like to join the 
club. 

“One was quoted at 600,000 Stg (963,000 
Aust) and another at 400,000 Stg (642,000 
Aust). These are some of the anomalies and 
they really must be ironed out.”’
